ORDINANCE No. 34 

An Ordinance to Provide for Licensing Spar¬ 
ring Exhibitions and Regulating the 
Same. 


The Hoard of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. 

Domestic incorporated athletic clubs un¬ 
der whose auspices professional sparring 
exhibitions are given in the City of South 
San Francisco, shall pay an annual license 
to the said City of South San Francisce, of 
twelve hundred (1200) dollars, payable quar¬ 
terly in advance. 

Section 2. 

Permission to hold professional sparring 
exhibitions must first be obtained from the 
Hoard of Trustees. 

Section 3. 

Every person engaging as a principal In such 
sparring exhibition shall, prior to the hold¬ 
ing of the said exhibition, file with the City 
Marshal of the City of South San Francisco 
a certificate on the part of some physician 
to the effect that he is in perfect physical 
condition. 

Section 4. 

Professional sparring exhibitions may be 
given of a limited number of rounds, and 
the principals shall wear gloves of not less 
than five ounces.

Any domestic Incorporated athletic club 
obtaining permission to give professional 
sparring exhibitions which violates any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit 
its license to hold such exhibitions.

In the selection of a site for the 
Panama-Pacific Exhibition there 
are many things to be considered. 
The site question is many sided 
and full of angles. For instance: 
Should the site be within the pres¬ 
ent corporate limits of San Fran¬ 
cisco, or may it be beyond, and 
serve as well or better the best in¬ 
terests of the city ? The answer 
to tliis question is dependable; 
many factors may enter into its 
solution. 

To illustrate: Should the expo¬ 
sition managers decide that all 
moneys raised shall be used to 
provide the exposition with 
temporaly buildings only, to be 
pulled down and removed when 
the show closes, then the exposition 
might be held inside or outside 
San Francisco, provided only that 
•it will be accessible to the great 
body of people who will visit it. 

If, however, the managers de¬ 
cide that the money raised by 
San Francisco, ora portion thereof, 
shall lie used to build permanent 
buildings and acquire land for fu¬ 
ture uses, then the site should be 
in the city, or so near and accessi¬ 
ble as to be suitable and adapted 
to future use by the city.

CHARLTON CAUGHT 
AT STEAMER PIER 

Admits Killing Wife With Mallet 
In Mutual Loss of Temper 

The Lake Como murder mystery is 
solved. Porter Charlton, an American ; 
youth of good family, sought by the 
police of two continents, was arrested 
in Hoboken, N. J., shortly before noon, 
June 23d, as he stepped from the 
North German Lloyd liner Prinzess 
Irene. In less than an hour he had 
confessed that in a fit of temper he 
beat his wife into insensibility with a ; 
mallet, jammed her body in a trunk I 
and sunk it in the waters of the Ital¬ 
ian lake. 

Runs Into Brother-in-Law. 

Fleeing from Italy under an as¬ 
sumed name, almost penniless and 
shabby of dress, Charlton, on landing, 
ran straight into the arms of Captain 
Henry Harrison Scott, U. S. A., the 
murdered wife’s brother. He was 
taken to police headquarters at Ho¬ 
boken where, after a pitiable collapse, 
he regained his composure and un- ! 
flinchingly signed the confession. He j 
is behind the bars in the Hoboken j 
City Jail pending settlement of the 
complicated problem of extradition 
brought about by his arrest. 

Captain Scott's foresight, direcled 
so accurately that it falls little short ! 
of a premonition, resulted in young ! 
Charlton’s arrest. Stationed at Fort ' 
Wright on Fisher’s island, off New 
London, Conn., Captain Scott obtained 
hurried leave of absence and went to 
Hoboken to scan the passengers of 
incoming liners. Three Hoboken de 
tectives aided him. 

Confession Made by Charlton. f 
Within half an hour after his arrest, 
Porter Charlton had signed the fol¬ 
lowing statement: 

“My wife and I lived happily to 
gether. She was the best woman ii- 
the world to me, but she had an un j 
governable temper. So had I. We j 
frequently quarreled over the most 
trivial matters and her language to 
me was frequently so foul that I knew 
she did not. know the meaning of it. 

“The night I struck her she had 
been quarreling with me. She was in 
the worst temper I had ever seen her ; 
in. I told her if she did not cease I ■ 
would leave her and put a stop to it. ; 
She stopped for a little while and i 
started again. 

“I took a mallet, which I had used j 
to do household repairs, and struck : 
her three times. I thought she was j 
dead. I put the body in a trunk in I 
which I also threw the mallet. 

“A*bout 12 o’clock that night 1 moved i i 


It was a most trivial thing, nut she 
became very angry. I got angry, too. 
Presently she said something I could 
not stand. 1 flew at her and struck 
her. I seized the mallet I had been 
working with and smashed her on the 
head again and again. Her body had 
fallen to the floor and she lay stone 
dead, as I believed and still believe. 

Sat Long While by Body. 

“I sat a long while by her wonder 
ing what to do. Then I went down¬ 
stairs and brought up the trunk. It 
was not hard work getting the body 
into the trunk. I then closed up the 
trunk and tied it. Then I bounced it 
downstairs and got it to the dock at 
the foot of our lawn. There I tumbled 
the trunk into the water and went 
back to the house.”

16th. \Ve had been living at the 
Woodward on Fifty-fifth street. New 
York City, after our marriage, which 
took place in Wilmington, Del., March 
12th. We landed at Genoa some ten 
days after leaving New York, and re- 
amined three days. I think J can say 
we were as happy as two cooing 
doves during those days and our 
honeymoon was one round of pleasure. 

“I did not have much mon£y, but 
Mrs. Charlton had quite a little, and 
on that, we lived, it being her desire 
that we spend what she had on our 
honeymoon. We heard so much of 
Lake Como and read so much of its 
wonderful charms and glorious scen¬ 
ery that we decided to go there. We 
found a cottage, a pretty, bowered 
place, but a stone’s throw from the 
shor.es of the lake. We rented it at a j 
ridiculously small price—so small I ! i 
would not even mention it. There we 
lived together for a few weeks in the , 
highest honeymoon bliss. 1
